News of the Quarter.

The second sale of the series embraces a beautiful collection of coins 
very rich in pieces relating to Martin Luther and the reformation, all in beautiful pres- 
ervation. The third collection consists of a collection of postage and revenue stamps 
and will be sold the latter part of the month. Catalogues of all these sales will be sent 
to parties who purchase through Scott & Co., and will be sent to any one on application, 
but it will be necessary to send a separate letter for each sale to prevent disappointment.

BELGIUM.—A new value adhesive is in preparation for this country, 2 francs color not 
determined. 

Bottvar.—We are to have two beautiful additions to our albums from this state of 
the values of 5 and 10 pesos, printed in two colors, blue and carmine, unfortunately 
their high values will keep them from being easily obtained. There isa set of low 
—— in the market, but we have not yet been able to satisfy ourselves of their au- 
thenticity. 

Buiearia.—The colors of these stamps are to be changed as follows : 3 stotinki, 
orange on yellow; 5s., dark green on light green; 10 s., red on flesh; 15s., violet on 
lilac; 25s., dark on pale blue; 30 s., violet on pale green; 50 s., deep blue on flesh. 

CaPE OF Goop Horr.—For this colony we have a new half-penny wrapper bearing 
the Queen’s profile to left in oval and printed in green on buff paper, and a registration 
envelope of the usual design. 

Wrapper 4 penny, olive green on buff. 

Registration Envelope 4 pence, bright blue. 

CrYLon.—Here we have two surcharges, probably the forerunners of issues of like 
values; the new value is surcharged above the head in roman letters and CENTS over 
the old value. 

SIXTEEN CENTS in black on current 24 c., green; TWENTY CENTS in black 
on current 64c., red. 

Costa Rica.—Part of the expected new series has been received, meanwhile the old 
values have been surcharged as follows: large 1 with cts. below in red on $r. blue; 
large 20 CTS.—U. P. U. in four lines in red on 4 r. green. 

Same 10 CTS, on 2 r. red; 5 CTS. on }r. blue. The new set bears a fine portrait in 
oval band inscribed UNION PosSTAL UNIVERSAL COSTA RICA and CENTAVOS below, nume- 
rals of value in three corners, while the fourth is occupied with ‘‘10 Eno 1863.” We 
have only seen the 10c. yellow so far. 

CUNDINAMARCA.—This state has lately added two high values to its stock of postals ; 
the stamps are large and of the same general design as the various issues of this and 
the mother country ; arms in center and numerals of value in corners. 

50 centavos, lilac. 1 peso, brown. 

Domintca.—This island, having run out of the regular issue is making 4 penny, 
stamps literally, by dividing penny values and surcharging each half with 4 in black. 


Farmkort.—This is the name of an Indian state which has issued postage stamps. 
We are in communication with the authorities, and hope to be able to report fully in our 
next. 

GREAT Britain.—The mother country appears to be going back to first principles ; 
one of its earliest adhesives made, was an official stamp but was never used, and now, 
forty-three years later, certain stamps have been surcharged and set apart for official 
use. The values are } and 1 penny, surcharged in black, with I. R OFFICIAL in two 
lines of block letters. 

On the first of the year there was a new issue of the 3 and 6 p. values, the designs 


being the same, but both are printed in lilac and surcbarged with a large numeral of 
value and ‘‘d” in red.

It is reported that a stamp of facial value of half a crown is in preparation. : 

LuxEMBuRG.—The new set is now out and is quite a disappointment ; the design is 
closely modeled after the French and ought to be equally pleasing, but the evidently fine 
work of the plates is spoilt by poor paper and ink.

NEWFOUNDLAND.—The 2c., of which an engraving was published by us two years 
ago, has at length been issued to the public. 

NicaRAGua.—We now annex a list of all the colors of the new set.

ORANGE FREE Srates.—In addition to the surcharge noted in our last issue we now 
chronicle 3 pence in black and 4 b'ue.
